Established  in  1985,  the  Yankee  Golden  Retriever 
Rescue,  Inc.  (YGRR)  is  a  voluntary,  non-profit  charitable 
organization  which  is  dedicated  to  providing  veterinary 
care,  comprehensive  evaluation,  and  adoptive  homes  for 
Golden  Retrievers  who  are  abandoned,  mistreated, 
neglected,  or  left  in  pounds  throughout  six  New  England 
states.  Since  its  founding,  YGRR  has  provided  rescue 
services  to  thousands  of  Golden  Retrievers. 

This  year's  fund-raising  calendar  features 
"Misty"  (#2108)  who  was  relinquished  to  YGRR  at  the  age 
of  seven  weeks  with  five  of  her  littermates.  The  owner 
could  not  provide  the  puppy  shots  which  were  necessary 
for  legal  sale  in  that  state.  YGRR  staff  worked  tirelessly  to 
provide  an  enriching  environment  for  this  unsocialized 
litter  of  puppies  to  encourage  appropriate  behaviors  in 
their  future  homes.

A  regular  meeting  of  the  Mattapoisett  Board  of 
Selectmen  was  called  to  order  on  Tuesday,  November  10 
at  7:00  pm  by  Chairman  Paul  Lambalot.  Also  present  were 
Selectman  Michele  Bernier,  Selectman  Barry  Denham,  and 
Executive  Secretary  Carol  Adams. 

The  Board  of  Assessors  first  came  in  to  inform  the 
board  that  the  town's  tax  rate  has  been  certified  at  $15.94 
per  $1,000  valuation,  representing  an  eight  percent 
increase  over  last  year's  rate  of  $14.79.  The  excess  levy 
amount  for  the  year  is  $4,282.02,  and  the  bulk  of  the  tax 
hike  has  been  attributed  to  recent  Town  Meeting  articles 
and  the  school  budget  overrides. 

After  unanimously  approving  the  minutes  of  the 
November  3  meeting  and  Executive  Session,  the  board 
noted  that  a  meeting  with  state  representatives  to  discuss 
the  Brandt  Island  property  will  be  held  on  Thursday, 
November  12  at  7:00  pm  in  the  Old  Rochester  Regional 
High  School  cafeteria.  All  residents  are  encouraged  to 
attend.

John  England  next  submitted  a  letter  and  related 
newspaper  articles  supporting  his  stance  that 
Mattapoisett  does  not  need  a  bike  path  or  skateboard 
park.

A  copy  of  the  proposed 
regulations  may  be  obtained  from  the  Board  of  Health. 

Richard  E.  Flynn  next  sent  a  letter  to  the  board 
expressing  his  interest  in  serving  on  the  GIS  Study 
Committee.  Ms.  Adams  noted  that  Mr.  Flynn  is  the  only 
person  outside  of  department  officials  who  has  expressed 
interest  in  the  committee.  The  board  agreed  to  appoint 
members  to  the  committee  within  the  next  two  weeks. 

On  a  related  note,  the  Mattapoisett  Planning 
Board  sent  a  memo  advising  that  they  would  like  all 
members  to  participate  in  the  GIS  Study  process,  and 
would  therefore  not  like  to  limit  their  representation  to  a 
single  member.

downstream  and  will  increase  the  pollutant  load  to  the 
stream  and  harbor,"  Mr.  Costa  advised.  The  board  agreed 
to  place  this  letter  on  file. 

At  7:30  pm  the  board  unanimously  voted  to 
approve  a  request  to  install  13  new  jointly-owned  utility 
poles  along  Industrial  Drive  upon  a  request  from  Com/ 
Electric  and  New  England  Telephone. 

At  7:30  pm  the  board  also  opened  a  public 
meeting  with  residents,  Harbormaster  Steve  Mach,  and 
Bob  Atkinson,  Chairman  of  the  Marine  Advisory  Board 
(MAB),  to  discuss  the  newly-proposed  Mooring  and 
Anchorage  Rules  and  Regulations  and  related  fee 
increases. 

The  recommended  fees  would  jump  from  $50  to 
$100  per  year  for  skiff  space,  with  a  discounted  price  of 
$75  for  senior  citizens;  from  $20  per  foot  to  $30  per  foot 
for  the  storage  of  larger  boats;  and  in  the  winter  months, 
boats  which  are  25  feet  or  larger  would  be  charged  $25  a 
month,  and  those  50  feet  and  larger,  $50  a  month.  These 
changes  would  generate  an  estimated  $12,000  in 
additional  revenue,  according  to  Harbormaster  Steve 
Mach. 

"We  have  some  (skiff  spaces)  down  at  the  wharf 
without  electricity  ...  and  there  are  some  areas  where  the 
silt  needs  to  be  removed,"  Mr.  Mach  said.  "But  these 
projects  cost  money  ...  and  it's  been  10  years  since  we've 
increased  the  fees.  There's  a  lot  we'd  like  to  do  down 
there,  but  we  don't  have  the  money" 

"We  feel  very  strongly  that  from  hereon  in,  we 
have  to  spend  money  to  maintain  the  wharf  area,"  agreed 
MAB  Chairman  Bob  Atkinson.  "We  feel  we  owe  it  to  the

town.  Each  year  the  Waterfront  Enterprise  Fund  generates 
about  $100,000.  Sixty  percent  of  that  is  from  revenues  and 
fees,  and  forty  percent  comes  from  boat  excise  taxes. 
When  you  deduct  salaries,  expenses,  and  interest  being 
paid  on  past  projects,  that  leaves  about  $8,000  (each  year) 
to  do  new  ventures." 

Another  concern  of  both  Mr.  Mach  and  Mr. 
Atkinson  is  the  fact  that  many  of  the  coveted  skiff  spaces 
in  Mattapoisett  are  not  actively  used.  "Ed  be  willing  to  be 
that  30  to  40  percent  of  the  skiffs  in  Mattapoisett  are  being 
put  there  just  to  hold  the  skiff  space,"  Mr.  Atkinson  said. 
"That's  wrong  ...  we  have  150  on  the  waiting  list  (for  skiff 
slips)." 

In  an  effort  to  resolve  this,  Mr.  Mach  hopes  the 
modest  fee  increase  will  encourage  people  to  either  use 
the  resource,  or  give  it  up  for  someone  who  will. 

But  resident  Feter  Briggs  was  vehemently 
opposed  to  raising  the  skiff  and  wharf  fees.  He  claimed 
the  Harbormaster  and  MAB  shouldn't  have  the  authority 
to  simply  raise  fees  without  Town  Meeting  approval.  "I 
don't  think  we  should  let  town  officials  jack  up  the  fees 
anytime  they  want,"  he  said. 

Most  residents  present,  however,  seemed  to 
support  the  fee  increase.  Many  understood  that  in  order 
to  maintain  existing  services  and  provide  ongoing 
support  for  the  wharf  area,  they  needed  to  put  more 
money  into  it.  "You  need  to  realize  we  only  make  $6  an 
hour,"  said  Assistant  Harbormaster  Kenneth  Facheco. 
"You  people  want  a  lot  of  service  from  a  part-time  crew." 

With  that,  the  board  unanimously  voted  to 
approve  the  recommended  fee  schedule  as  submitted  by

Since  these  poles  are  to  be  located  near  the  new 
beach,  Chairman  Cutler  asked  whether  it  might  be  better 
to  install  them  underground  to  maintain  the  aesthetic  look 
of  the  area.

Selectman  Parker  also  suggested  that  the  town 
department  heads  be  invited  to  attend  the  Selectmen's 
meeting  that  night  both  to  review  budget  requests  for  next 
year  and  to  participate  in  the  holiday  ceremony. 

The  board  then  unanimously  voted  to  appoint  Pat 
Harris  as  the  resident  representative  on  the  newly-formed 
Animal  Commission.  Ms.  Harris  has  previously  met  with 
Mr.  Huntoon  and  will  be  submitting  a  written  request  to 
the  board.  The  Animal  Commission  is  now  comprised  of

This 
upgrade  is  being  done  at  no  additional  cost  to  the  town 
and  won't  require  the  purchase  of  any  additional 
equipment.  Such  municipal  buildings  as  the  Police 
Station,  Fire  Station,  Highway  Department,  and  Plumb 
Memorial  Library  will  all  be  interconnected  on  this 
system. 

The  board  noted  they  will  meet  at  6:30  pm  for  a 
brief  meeting  next  week  before  adjourning  for  the  Special 
Town  Meeting,  to  be  held  at  Memorial  School  on  Monday,

TICKS 

Last  year,  my  dog  got  10-20  ticks  a  day.  How  can  I  stop  that  from 
happening  this  year? 

Your  veterinarian  may  stock  Preventic  tick  collars.  These 
collars  will  minimize  the  number  of  ticks  that  get  embedded 
in  your  dog.  A  new  product  called  Frontline  is  also  avail- 
able from  your  veterinarian  as  a  spray  or  drops.  Frontline 
will  kill  ticks,  as  well  as  fleas,  on  dogs  and  cats  for  a  month. 

How  can  I  remove  the  ticks  that  he  gets? 
Grasp  the  tick  near  its  head  with  tweezers  or  a  tick  spoon 
and  pull  gently.  Rubber  gloves  or  a  napkin  will  protect  your 
hands  in  case  you  accidently  rupture  a  tick  that  is  engorged 
with  blood. 

Can  tick  bites  make  my  dog  sick? 

Unfortunately,  ticks  carry  Lyme  Disease  and  Rocky  Moun- 
tain Spotted  Fever,  both  of  which  are  very  common  in  this 
area.  The  most  common  symptom  of  these  diseases  in  dogs 
is  lameness.

Superintendent  Quinn  indicated  that  she  is 
confident  that  the  Department's  Program  Review  process 
will  be  a  useful  and  positive  experience  for  all  staff  in  the 
district,  and  that  the  report  will  be  a  useful  planning 
document  for  continued  development  in  educational 
services  for  all  students.

■  Living  Out  Loud.  Starring  Holly  Hunter  and  Danny  DeVito. 
Directed  by  Richard  LaGravanese.  Running  time:  102 
minutes.  MPAA  rating:  R.  At  Cinema  140  in  New  Bedford. 

As  if  compensating  for  last  summer's  drought  of  decent  movies, 
the  last  six  weeks  or  so  have  brought  one  goodie  after  another:  the 
re-releases  of  Touch  of  Evil  and  The  Wizard  of  Oz,  the  lyrical 
PleasantviUe,  the  amiably  silly  The  Waterboy,  the  brutally  funny 
Vampires,  the  clever  Antz,  the  exciting  Ronin,  the  disturbing 
Happiness  and  Apt  Pupil.  (I'm  conveniently  forgetting  Practical 
Magic.)  That  covers  just  about  every  genre,  but  Where's  the  romantic 
comedy?  Some  may  be  holding  out  for  You  ve  Oot  Mail  in  December, 
but  ifyou  like  your  romances  with  a  minimum  of  schmaltz  and  a  good 
helping  of  reality,  Living  Out  Loud  is  your  best  bet. 

I've  read  some  reviews,  like  Owen  Qleiberman's  in  Entertainment 
Weekly,  that  poke  holes  in  the  movie's  plot.  Why,  they  ask,  would  a 
newly-divorced  woman  who  looks  like  Holly  Hunter  fall  for  an 
elevator  operator  who  looks  like  Danny  DeVito?  Hot  only  is  this 
question  cruel  (why  not?),  it  isn't  even  accurate.  Judith  (Hunter)  has 
just  lost  her  husband  and  everything  she  thought  her  life  was.  Pat 
(DeVito)  has  recently  lost  much  more.  Yet  they're  not  just  two  losers 
clinging  to  each  other.  They're  two  of  the  many  lonely  people  in  Hew 
York,  and  they're  comforted  by  each  other's  company.  The  movie  is 
about  the  romance  of  connection;  it  isn't  necessarily  about  the 
standard  romance  that,  in  movies,  usually  ends  in  marriage. 

This  lovely  and  understated  film  is  the  directing  debut  of 
Richard  LaQravanese,  who  wrote  The  Fisher  King  and  tried  to  make 
something  out  of  the  adaptations  of  The  Bridges  of  Madison 
County  (he  just  about  succeeded)  and  The  Horse  Whisperer  (okay, 
so  he's  not  a  magician).  Directing  his  own  script,  LaQravanese  is 
content  to  let  the  camera  sit  and  watch  the  actors,  for  which  we're 
grateful.  Hunter  and  especially  DeVito  seem  almost  delighted  to  be 
able  to  relax  and  speak  to  one  another  like  normal  humans.  Both 
actors  have  tended  toward  caricature  in  past  performances  —

usually  pretty  funny  caricatures,  like  Hunter's  yowling  wannabe- 
mom  in  Raising  Arizona  and  DeVito  in  just  about  everything.  Here, 
the  actors  enjoy  each  other's  quiet  rhythms  so  much  that,  even  if  the 
film  ended  up  selling  you  a  romance  between  them,  you'd  happily 
buy  it. 

LaQravanese,  though,  has  other  things  in  mind.  Judith  and  Pat 
both  need  to  move  on  from  their  losses;  she  wants  to  get  over  her 
cheating  ex-husband  (Martin  Donovan)  and  go  back  to  med  school, 
he  wants  to  go  into  the  olive-oil  business  with  his  uncle  back  in 
Sorrento.  Their  relationship  is  essentially  a  safe  place  for  them  to 
rest  and  think  aloud  to  each  other,  expressing  plans  they  didn't  know 
they  had.  The  danger  isn't  that  they'll  grow  apart,  it's  that  they'll  grow 
too  close  —  get  lost  in  each  other  and  never  know  what  they  could 
have  accomplished  on  their  own. 

Judith  and  Pat,  in  short,  learn  what  the  miserable  people  in 
Happiness  don't:  that  another  person  can't  be  your  lifeline,  that 
connections  based  on  fear  of  being  alone  are  faulty.  Living  Out  Loud 
is  essentially  a  two-character  play  (though  it  benefits  from  the 
appearance  of  Queen  Latifah,  who  has  a  beautiful  singing  voice  and 
turns  out  not  to  be  the  soulful  you-go-girlfriend  angel  you  may 
expect  from  the  ads  —  she's  just  a  friendly  person).  If  it  were  more 
conventional,  I  would  recommend  it  with  misgivings,  focusing  on 
the  touching  honesty  of  Hunter's  and  DeVito's  performances.  But 
the  triumph  of  the  actors  and  their  director  is  that  the  movie  itself  is 
touching  and  honest,  so  instead  of  sticking  out  and  transcending  the 
material,  the  actors  blend  right  in.
